What are the 
acts? 1 was the Battle of Amiens ond the 
failure of the Germans to break through the 
Allied line whieh led Liidendorit to tell the 
Kaiser on August. 15, 1918, that a German vie- 
tory was impossible. The hammer-like blows 
which Field “Marshal Haig delivered against 
the enemy during the months of September 
were cracking the Hindenburg system and, on 
September 28, he, and Ludendorft axreed that 
the situation of their armies was desperate. The 
next morning they informed the German 
Foreign Minister that an immediate request for 
an armistice was essential, and on October 4 
the “first. peace offer wax’ sent to President 
Wilson. ‘There was at that time no suggestion 
of what is generally known in Germany as the 
“stab in ‘the back.” There was no. revolution 
started then, Later that did develop and had 
the effect of hastening the despateh of pleni- 
potentiaries who crossed the Allied lines on, 
November 8 and the acceptance of the Allied 
terms on Novemlcr 11. The persistent attempts 
of the Germans to ascribe their defeat to any- 
thing but the real thing has had Wttle result 
elsewhere in the world, but apparently “Ger- 
‘man propaganda has had the effect of persuad- 
ing. the editor of "Nichi Nichi Shimbun” that 
perhaps after all Germany was not defeated in 
the last war-—but merely lost it. She is Just as 
surely going {0 lose this present strugile. The 
British ‘newspapers, published at the time of 
the French collapse, whieh are now arriving, 
are filled with the determination of the British 
Government and the people to destroy the evil 
forees which menace the whole of Europe, and 
the world at large—Japan Included. No’ mation 
has ever been aroused to its duiles as. has 
Great Britain, and added to that determination 
is the quiet confidence that, come what may, 
A will hold on against everything the enemy 
may endeavour to do, in the certain knowledge 
that the might of the Navy, and the growing.

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AN AIRMAN’S LETTER 
Suly 31. 

Among the personal belongings of a young 
RAF, pilot in a bombing squadron recently 
reported as “Missing, believed killed,” the 
young officer’s station commander found the 
letter published below written and intended to 
be sent to his mother if he were killed. ‘The 
station commander so struck with the letter 
and the dignity of its sentiments, forwarded 
it to the lad’s mother, and asked ‘whether he 
‘might publish it anonymously, as he felt that 
ils contents might bring comfort to many 
ather mothers, and that everyone in the 
country might feel proud to read of the ideals, 
which inspire an “average airman” in the ex- 
ecution of his arduous duties. ‘That permis 
sion was given, and the letter was published 
in “The Times” with the hope that it would 
be read by the greatest number of Rritons 
at héme and abroad, It is reproduced here 
in order that the original intention shall be 
as fully justified as possible, and that not only 
British but readers of other nationalities shall 
yeud and understand that the splendid youth 
of Britain is making its sacrifices, eyes wide 
open to the facts, and a determination that 
the sacrifices of ‘themselves and their col- 
leagues shall not have been made in vain, 
‘Phe letter follows :— 

Dearest Mother—Though I feel no premoni- 
tion at all, events are moving rapidly, and 1 
have instructed that this Ielter be forwarded 
to you should T fail to return from one of 
the raids which we shall shortly be called 
upon to undertake, You must hope on for a 
month, but at the end of that time you must, 
accept the fact that I have handed my task’ 
‘over to the extremely capable hands of my: 
comrades of the Royal Alr Force, as so many 
splendid fellows have already doi 

First, it will comfort you to know that my 
role in this war has been of the greatest im- 
portance, Our patrols far out over the North 
Soa have helped to keep the trade routes| 
clear for our convoys and supply ships, and 
‘on one occasion our information was instru- 
mental in saving the lives of the men in a. 
crippled’ lighthouse relief ship. Though it 
will be dimeult for you, you will disappoint 
me if you do not at least try to accept the 
facts dispassionately, for T shail have done my 
duty to the utmost of my ability, No mai 
can do more, and no one calling himself a 
man could do les 

T have always admired your amazing cour- 
faye in the face of continual setbacks: in tho| 
way you have given me as good an education 
and background as anyone in the country ;| 
‘and always Kept up appearances without ever 
osing faith in the future. My death would 
not mean that your struggle has been in vai 
Far from it, it means that your sacrifice 
‘as great os mine, ‘Those who serve England 
‘must expect nothing from her; we  debase 
ourselves if we regard our country as merely 
@ place in which to cat and sleep. 

History resounds with illustrious names who 
have given all, yet their sacrifice has resulted 
in the British ‘Empire, where there is a mea- 
stire of peace, justice and freedom for all, and 
where a higher, standard of civilization has 
evolved, and is still evolving, than anywhere | 
else. But this {s not only’ concerning our 
awn jand, Today we are faced with the 
greatest organized challenge to Christianity, 
and civilization that the world has ever seen, 

and I count myself lucky and honoured to be 
the right age and fully trained to throw my 
{ull weight into the seale. For this T have to 
thank you. Yet there is more work for you 
to do. ‘The home front will still have” to 
stand united for years after the war is won, 
For all that can be said against it, 1 still 
maintain that this war is a very good thing ; 
every individual is having the chance to give 
‘and dare all for his principle like the martyrs| 
of old, However long the time may be, one! 
thing can never be altered—T shall have lived:

It is impossible to read the foregoing with- 
out being moved to the depths, for there is 
that sublimity about it which is far greater 
than beauty, not only in the sentiments which 
the young ‘man has expressed but in the 
Tanguage in which he has framed them. “We 
debase ourselves if we regard our country as 
merely a place in which to eat and sleep.” 
‘Those words have been said before—"Had I a 
dozen sons,—each in my love alike,........1 
had rather have eleven die nobly’ for their 
country, than one voluptously surfeit out of 
action.”’ The sentiment is as old as mankind 
but it Is interesting and significant that this 
young man out of the immaturity of his 
years should have produced the same thing. 
But what is even more noble in this letter 
is the spirit of self-dedication with which he 
went about his duties, and regarded even- 
tualities which ultimately came about, He 
sprang to action ready and willing to give 
his all that his country should defeat the evil 
with which it is threatened. With such words 
as those, which deserve to be engraved in 
bronze and kept for all time, before them, 
there must be few so far away as Britons are 
here in China, who will not wish to examine 
their consciences and ask whether they are 
really doing all they could and should for 
the sake of the Empire. Much, it is truc, 
has been done. Much more will’ have to be. 
It will only be done when those, whose lot 
is cast in pleasanter places, have awakened 
to the great necessity for doing their utmost, 
hesitating at no sacrifice, stopping at nothing 
so long as victory is assured. That young 
man, in the splendour of his youth, and the 
glory of his gift to his country is an object 
esson for every one of his fellow citizens, no 
matter what their age, no matter what their 
condition. He has done everything he could 
do for the nation. He can give no more. 
‘Those who are not called upon to fight, to 
give up perhaps their greatest possession, 
that of life itself are asked to help in other 
ways, in service, in money, indeed in every 
way which may be of assistance to the forces 
of good in their struggle with those of evil. 
‘They have to give themselves the answer to 
the question as to whether they have done 
all they could: if they have not the shame

With the publication of the second list of 
donations to the Voluntary War Contribution 
Fund the half-way stage in the task of col- 
ecting the proposed £50,000 to be sent 
home to the British Government for the 
purchase of aeroplanes has been passed, for 
it is hoped to be able to announce by August 
15 that the first amount so required has been 
obtained. While it is true that the Am- 
bassador made the appeal for support for 
the fund on June 29, and there was then 
some immediate response it was not until 
July 15 that the fund swept fully into opera- 
tion. ‘The result of what is practically a 
fortnight's activities cannot but be regard- 
ed as satisfactory, but it must be pointed 
out that efforts will have to be redoubled if 
Shanghai Britons are to be able to send 
home their first contribution towards the 
establishment of an air squadron in which 
they will be able to take a close personal 
interest. When the number of British sub- 
jects in Shanghai who are wage carning is 
taken into consideration, the number who 
have already given is obviously not cnow 
and the best result will only be attained 
when it is known that every British subject 
who can subscribe has in fact done so. The 
test of loyalty ‘is not, therefore, wholly the 
amount which is raised, but the number of 
contributors who. have given what they could, 
Af there are 2,000 Britons in Shanghai actual- 
ly earning, then the ideal result will not 
rave been reached until 2,000 names or 
pscudonyms have appeared in the lists to be 
published. In this connection it must be: 
emphasized that the man who finds he can 
iy only afford a very modest sum, but 
willingly gives it, makes just as valuable a 
contribution to the commgn cause as those: 
others more fortunately placed who can give 
larger sums, and probably not feel the effect 
so much. ‘The money, of course, is wanted, 
but of equal importance is the gesture in 
making the gift 

It is diMcult to tay down hard and fast) 
rules as to what a man or a woman should 
subscribe. It is desirable in the very in 
terests of the freedom for which Great 
Britain and her Allies continue to struggle: 
that none should be laid down. Never- 
theless, it is important that every man 
and Woman who should contribute should 
Search out his or her conscience, and 
be satisfied that everything is being "given 
which can be. It is not merely a question 
of what can be spared. It should involve:

Tor the purpose of devoting the money to the 
Voluntary War Contribution Fund, the men 


‘or women who deny themselves some greater 
pleasure in order that the money so saved 
shall go towards the defence of their coun- 
try are making real contributions towards 
the salvation of all for which the Empire! 
stands, all that which democracy so keenly 
treasures. In the list which was published 
on July 24, as in that which appears else- 
where today, there is evidence that a large 
number of people have indeed sought to do 
their duty at considerable cost to them~ 
selves, signs that they have indeed given 
until it hos hurt them. On the other hand 
the figures against some of the names sug- 
gest that, perhaps, the question of what 
should be contributed has not received quite 
that generous consideration which the 
occasion dictates. It is true that no one can 
hope to estimate what the other fellow 
should give, for only he who wears the shoe 
knows best where it pinches. But it must 
be emphasized again, and again that these| 
fare’ no times for niggardly giving. Let it 
be put another way. If the enemy were to| 
win, the savings which Britons have ac- 
cumulated here, or at home would in all 
probability be worth nothing, and certainly 
life would not be worth living. ‘That will 
not, however, occur, but to make that quite 
ceriain it is'imperative that every dollar, 
‘every cent shall be sent home to provide 
those gallant young men, such as the one 
who wrote that noble ‘letter which ap- 
peared in this column yesterday morning, 
shall be able to carry on as the spearhead 
of that crusade against those forces of evil 
aimed at all that which is spiritually good. 
There is still so much'to be done before 
the enemy is humbled, so many more sacri 
fices to be made to the Moloch of war, that 
what is being asked of Britons in Shanghai 
is by comparison trivial. 


‘That money talks, even the Germans have 
Jearned during the last few years by reason 
of their Iack of it, ‘They have endeavoured 
to get round that shortage by all sorts of 
devious means. Britons in Shanghai, many 
of whom have suffered considerably in their 
fortunes since the commencement of the 
Sino-Japanese hostilities, are being afforded 
channels whereby the money they can ace 
cumulate will not merely talk but will 

ietually shout that loyalty which everyone 
is proud to bear towards the King, Empire 
and Country. For those who wish’ to give 
for works of mercy there is the British Cen- 
tral War Fund, for those who feel they can- 
not give outright but would like to lend 
their savings to assist in the common cause, 
there is the War Savings Association, for 
those who wish to devote some at least of 
their money to a scheme which provides that 
the contributions will be used in actually 
hitting back at the enemy there is the 
Voluntary War Contribution Fund. ‘There 
is much to be said for the latter in that it 
represents valuable contribution to the 
‘common cause on the one hand, while on 
the other it demonstrates that militant hatred 
of evil which must be felt in the hearts of 
all right-thinking people. Tt will be a great 
day when Britons in Shanghai know that 
machines for which they have subscribed, 
manned by the splendid youth of Britain, 
perhaps by men coming from Shanghai, shall 
have taken to the air and met the enemy. 
‘Thus will come the practical knowledge that 
British subjects here will have done their 
best to inerease in heaviness the blows which 
are being given to. the enemy, realization 
that while they might not actually be in the 
‘fight, they will indeed be of it. The next 
fortnight will see the conclusion of only one 
phase of the Voluntary War Contribution 
Fund. Tt must be a successful conclusion, 
ut it is desirable not only that the required 
immediate sum shall be raised, but that 
after that a steady stream of money should 
0 home to show to the world at large that 
the British community in Shanghai is heart 
and soul in this struggle and will be unt 
victory is assured. 























CHANGED PLANS ? 
Aug. 2 


With the conelusion of the German cam- 
paign against France, it was expected that. 
Hitler would immediately turn his forces 
‘against Great Britain, in an endeavour to: 
reduce that country by an overwhelming 
Blitzkrieg. ‘That was freely talked about by 
the enemy, and indeed seemed to be the most 
likely thing to happen. ‘The German descent 
upon Norway, and the seizure of vantage 
points from ‘which to launch air attacks 
‘against the British Isles, the possible use of 

uses for submarines, and for 
surface forays into the North Sea, were the 
first indications that Hitler was preparing for 
an ultimate blow against Britain. With the 
fall of the Low Countries and the final seizure 
of all the French Channel ports it seemed as 
if the time was ripe for the much-publicized 
invasion. It was reported that barges and 
all manner of craft were being assembled, and 
that at the appropriate. moment the enemy. 
would be able to disregard the h Navy 

















‘and Air Force and throw substantial forces 
‘against the coasts, even if in doing so a large 
proportion of the men were killed. Well over 
‘a month has elapsed since these movements 
were expected to take place, and up to the

tire British system, isolating the British 
Isles from the outside world as a pre-re~ 
quisite for operations on British soil. “Indeed 
both Maly and Germany make such claims 
of enormous damage inflicted upon British 
shipping, even to the extent of an allegation 
by the “German command in the bulletin 
mentioned above that, from June 25 to July 
31, no less than 1,270,000 tons of merchant 
men either flying the British flag or supply~ 
ing Britain with raw materials have been 
destroyed—just another of those typical ex- 
aggerations of which they have been guilty 
ever since the commencement of the war. 
Indeed if the claims which the enemy make 
‘on paper were anywhere in approximation 
to the truth the date on which the long 
heralded invasion of the British {sles Should 
occur would seem to be grievously overdue. 
‘The fact is that the Germans have wholly 
failed to do the harm they allege, have even 
failed to prevent British convoys making use 
of the English Channel, steaming right across 
the German front door, as one journal so 
tersely put it, and are not now and will not 
be for a very long time to come in a posi 
tion to launch an invasion. Especially must 
this be the case if the Italian view is the cor- 
reel one that an essential preliminary to 
operations on British soil is the isolation of 
the British Isles from the outside world. 

‘Towards that end the enemy have made 
no progress whatsoever, Even in the Medi- 
terranean British convoys are able to move, 
despite the Italian lect. Shipping continues 
to reach the British Isles even now with 
a minimum of risk, regardless of the fact 
that from Fronch bases German aeroplanes 
‘can journey further afleld in search of ship- 
ping convoys. ‘The alleged German blockade 
of the British Isles is a blockade only in name 
and without any effectiveness whatsoover. 
While these facts should in no way be con- 
ducive of complacency, it must be pointed 
out that they do in fact justify that quiet 
optimism which can be noticed In the speeches 
of the British leaders, and the comments of 
the press, Without a doubt German aetivi- 
ties ayainst the United Kingdom may be ex- 
pected {0 intensify if conditions—apparently 
especially the weather—improve. But that 
same weather does not appear to have had 
quite the same hampering effect upon the 
British air squadrons which have been so 
active in western Germany and have wreaked 
stich havee upon German military objectives 
‘as probably to have played an important part 
in what appears to be a change in the 
enemy's plans. It is not to be inferred that the 
invasion scheme has been abandoned. ‘There 
some ground for believing that 
‘al plans have undergone con- 
siderable modification. It would be surp 
ing if they had not, for if wholesale air-raids 
over: Britain were ever contemplated, and 
is clear that they-must have been and still 
are, the conelusion to be drawn is that the” 
British air foree has been able to infliet such 
continuous damage upon enemy aerodromes 
and other bases, and has been able to create 
so much disorganization that the carrying 
into effect of the original schemes has been 
made much more difficult than facile German 
propagandists apparently originally believed. 
Ion the other hand Italy and Germany have 
in fact decided upon a war of attrition that 
is a form of warfare for which Great Bri 
tain is better fitted than either of the enemy. 
nations, and one in which the likelihood of 
British vietory is inereased. 
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JAPAN’S POLICY 
Aug. 3. 

‘The statement issued by the Konoye Gov- 
ernment on Thursday. afternoon envisaging! 
the complete reorganization of Japan and her| 
Empire, the mobilization of the whole re-' 
sourees and powers of her people for na- 
tional defence, and the establishment of a 
new order in’ East Asia, which “must be] 
made self-suficient for a’ larger life devoted 
to the State,” docs not in fact include very 
‘much whieh’ ean be considered new. Indeed 
similar stafements have been issued on the: 
formation of practically every government, 
sinee the ouibreak of the Sino-Japanese 
hostilities. Tt has, however, much more 
significance than any previous declaration of 
the same kind, because of the changed con- 
ditions in which it has been made. ‘Thus! 
the movement. to “establish one party in 
Japan, the eradication of the Iast vestiges of 
parliamentarianism, and the establishment of 
the military extremists firmly in the saddle 
suggests that Prince Konoye may shortly be 
in a stronger position to sitive to reach his 
objectives than were any of his predecessors, 
for, obviously, what it is sought to ereate is 
8 {olalitarian state modelled along the lines 
of Maly and Germany, with this’ difference 
that whereas ‘the armies in those two coun- 
‘ries ‘are subservient to the government, in 
the case of Japan the military will complete- 
ly dominate it, It looks as though, at any 
rate for the moment, the moderates in Japan 
have definitely been pushed into the back- 
ground, and that for the future a more force- 
ful policy at home and abroad is to be anti- 
cipnted. As was only to be expected Prince 
Konoye’s statement places the settlement of 
‘the China Affair in the forefront of immediate 
objectives. How that is to be effected is not 
explained, and it is probable that at the 
‘moment the new Cabinet has no very differ= 
ent ideas than those held by the one which 
it suceceds, Up to the present no great head~ 
‘way has been made towards the accomplish 
‘ment of this aim, and so long as the Chinese 
National Government is determined to resist 
there does not appear to be any great like- 
hood of progress being made. The rest of 
the points made in the declaration are such 
as could be made by any leader contemplat~ 
ing u radical change in the government of 
any’eountry, and for the main, apart from 
the idea of the new order in’ Asia cover 
purely domestic questions. 

It is, however, necessary to read the de~ 
claration in the ‘light of utterances of other 
‘Japanese leaders such as that of Mr. Yosuke 
Matsuoka, the new Foreign Minister, when 
it is apparent that Prince Konoye’s statement 
4s not quite the innocuous document it would 
appear to be when taken alone. Mr. Mat~ 
‘suoka is reported by the “Hochi Shimbun’ 
‘8 favouring the rapid propulsion of Japan's 
southward policy, and the establishment of a 
South Seas Development Company, with a 
Semi-governmental status and activities 
similar to those of the South Manchuria Rail 
way. If that policy is adopted it will mean 
that’ Japan has decided to stake everything 
upon’ a vietory for the Axis Powers, and 
should she do that there is a grave danger 
that Japan will have made the yreatest mis~ 
take of her history. The war in Europe is even 
now only in its earliest stages. ‘That is now 
admitted at least by Italian writers, who, as 
it was pointed out yesterday, fully realize 
that the possibilities of a quick decision have 
greatly diminished, and that the Axis Powers 
will have to seltle down to a war of 
attrition which in its turn will have to 
bbo successful before there can be any very, 
reat hope of a victorious onslaught on the 
British Isles. ‘The proposed push to the 
South Seas can only be successful should the 
Axis Powers win, in Europe. Tt has already 
been shown that world opinion to a very. 
Jarge extent is convinced that no such thing) 
will occur, and it is the British intention to 
continue the struggle until the totalitarian 
slates have been defeated. Any step sich as it 
isindicated Mr. Matsuoka contemplates, would 
inevitably lead to a breach of the ‘under~ 
standing arrived at after the fall of Holland) 
regarding the maintenance of the status quo 
of the Netherlands East Indies, and with 
that would come a general worsening of the’ 
situation in the Far East, and the possible 
involvement of Great Britain and the United 
States who have also given similar 
guarantees. ‘Thus it is reported from Wash~ 
ington that the statements issued in Tokyo 
fare expected to widen the already great 
rift in Japanese-Ameriean relations. How 
far those relations will deteriorate depends 
entirely upon the extent to which Japan ine 
tensifies her efforts to fulfl her programme. 

Where the mistake appears to be made in 
‘Tokyo is in thinking that, because Great Bri- 
tain has her hands full for the moment in 
Europe, and because of the reluctance of the| 
United States to become embroiled in a war, 
neither of those nations have any means with 
Which to reply to Japanese actions. ‘That is! 
a wholly inaccurate misconception of the: 
situation, for badly as Japan's own actions] 
in China have damaged her economic struc-| 
ure, it is still possible for the (wo great 
democracies 10 reduce what remains of it to 
complete ruin. ‘The establishment of a 
Japanese-dominated yen bloc in the Far East 
jg not the real answer to the problems which 
fare presenting themselves. It is only by re~ 
turn’ to the widest foreign trading, and the 
building up of her sadly-depleted export 
Business that Japan can hope to repair the 























ravages which the China Affair has made’ 
upon her ‘economic system. ‘The danger: 
that Japanese ambitions may lead to them 
biting off more than they ean chew has-al- 
ready been demonstrated in China, and the 
embarkation upon other ventures are not 
likely in the near future to bring that relief 
of which Japan even now stands in necd, 
while the grave danger is that were she to. 
scek to implement present policies she would 
be merely establishing conditions which 
would be wholly temporary and subject to 
very considerable adjustment once the war in| 
Europe is concluded. It is to be. regretted. 
that the present tendency is for Japan to 
move in closer association with the Axis 
Powers. Her best policy at the present 
moment would be to strive after the com- 
pletest possible neutrality, for it is only by’ 
such means that the peace of the Far East! 
ean be secured. To do otherwise will inevit~ 
ably lead to a worsening of the present un 
fortunate state of affairs, and- while the 
prospects of immediate fruits in the shape of 
extended territorial possessions may appear 
to be most inviting, there is a very. real! 
danger that in the "long run they will be 
proved to be no more than ashes. That| 
Japan has a réle to play in the Far East can| 
bbe readily admitted ; that it is a rdle which 
must involve the exclusion of all other na~ 
tions ean not. ‘The world cannot be divided 
up into water-tight compartments as trade 
and economies have already clearly proved. 











THE WAVE OF TERROR 
Aug. 5. 

Recent assassinations, including that of Mr. 
C. Metzler on Friday, add very considerable 
point (o the resolution passed by the Consular 
Body at Friday's meeting, which considered | 
fan appeal from the Chairman of the Shanghai 
Municipal Council for assistance to cheek the| 
present wave of-terrorism which is sweeping 
over Shanghai. ‘It is by no means clear that 
the Consular Body could do any more than’ 
pass a resolution utterly condemning acts of 
ferrorism, and urging “the Shanghai Muni- 
elpal Cotmeil to take full consideration of 
the situation in the Shanghai area, and 10 
do its utmost to maintain peace, and’ order in 
International Settlement by eradicating, and 
suppressing all forms of terrorism.” "That 
this resolution is addressed solely to 
the Municipal Council does not in any 
way diminish the significance of the fact that 
the maintenance of peace and order in the 
Settlement, as well as without, is a respon- 
sibility which devolves just as’ much on the 
authorities in de facto control of the sur- 
rounding areas as it does upon the Council. 
‘What is necessary, therefore, is that all round 
co-operation should be aimed against terror- 
ism of all forms, no matter by what party 
or authority it’ may be inspired. It is 
unfortunate that despite the agreement 
which has been reached upon the creation 
of a special police force to deal with the 
areas abutting on the outside roads, that. 
body has not yet been brought into ‘being, 
and so long as the “badlands” are allowed 10 
vemain the veritable Alsatia of most of the 
rogues and thugs of the Shanghai area the 
prospects of being able to maintain peace and| 
order can never be very great. ‘The Muni- 
cipality of Greater Shanghai owes it to itself, 
and its claim to be a responsible fully fune= 
tioning organization to see that an end is put! 
to the disorder which reigns in this particular 
section of the territory over which it claims| 
Jurisdiction. The closest effective co-opera~ 
tion with the authorities of the foreign areas 
would do nothing but add to its credit as 0 
municipal organization. Tt cannot be too 
strongly emphasized that there is in this 
matter no question of the responsibility for 
suppressing terrorism being solely that of the 
authorities of the French Concession and the| 
International Settlement ; it rests just as 
fairly and squarely upon those administering 
the adjacent districts. 

‘What steps the Municipal Couneil can take 
in this matter remain to be seen. It is, 
however, apparent that nothing short of the 
precautions taken in 1938, when the first wave| 
Of {errorism commenced, are now called for, 
and if the Council decides o revert to those 
‘methods there will be few to criticize it. One: 
of the features of most of the assassinations} 
which have taken place is the facility with 
which the murderers have been able to get! 
Away from:the scenes of their crimes and| 
take refuge in a different jurisdiction into} 
which it would be impossible to follow them, | 
even if immediate and close pursuit could be 
effected. ‘The increased freedom of move-| 
ment which. has resulted from the demoli- 
tion of barbed-wire fences and other obstruc-| 
tions gives the eriminal every advantage, and 
it is suggested that one of the first steps in| 
dealing with the present menace would be! 
the re-institution of the whole system of 
barbed-wire controls over all roads leading, 
into or out of the two foreign areas. By this| 
means all vehicular tramc can be, obliged| 
to follow well defined and controlled chan-| 
nels, reducing the number of police neces-| 
sary to control traffic and liberating them| 
for the more important task of crushing the| 
activities of the terrorists, It may be argued | 
with some justice that these methods did 
not wholly prevent assassinatiens during the| 
time they were in operation, but it is never-| 
theless a fact that it was not until the re-

Portions it is now reaching. Serious as the] 
ituation now is there is every prospect of| 
becoming very much worse unless the 

firmest possible measures are devised to deal 
with it. Obviously there can be no excuse!

flouted in a manner which calls for the 
strongest action, and public opinion will 
not be satisfied until it is convinced thi 

‘all precautions against a spread of this evi 

have been taken ‘and that the opportunities! 

of these criminals being able to continue:

been reduced {0 a minimum. 

Whether the respective police forces are 
sufficiently strong in numbers to be able to) 
cope with the situation is a matter of opinion, 
If it can be shown that there is a real need! 
for enlarging the force, then, at any rate for. 
the time being, the question of further: 
‘economy must be relegated to the back- 
ground, With the possibility of a large num- 
ber of individuals being actually more or 
less under a sentence of death at the hands. 
of paid thugs, with the added danger that’ 
ordinary law abiding people, having nothing, 
to do with the political issues which are in- 
volved, running the risk of being accidentally 
shot down, with the generally increasing risk. 
which the users of Shanghal streets run daily 

‘would be the height of foolishness not to 

id whatever money is necessary to crush 
this evil thing. Economy which is effected 
at the expense of Iaw and order is no 
‘economy at all, and the sooner that is re- 
cognized the better. It is contended, there- 
fore, that if there is a real need for enlarging 
the various police forces that fact should be: 
faced and adequately dealt with. ‘That is! 
obviously a matter which necds investigation, 
but the authorities would undoubtedly. have| 
public opinion behind them if they found 
that such reinforcement were necessary, and 
took steps to bring it about. ‘Those are ob- 
viously matters which closely concern the 
French Concession and the International 
Settlement, and it is for their administra~ 
tions to decide what shall be done. But. 
there can be no mistake about it, the general 
issue involves far-reaching and important! 
principles which concern all authorities 
having jurisdiction in and around Shanghai, 
and without the completest co-operation of 
all it cannot be hoped for one moment to. 
put a stop to the present wretched state of 
affairs. ‘The first step in the right direction 
would be to cleanse the “badlands" of the: 
scum which make that area their refuge, and 
base of operations. The second is, quite ob- 
viously, {o make such dispositions as will 
most hamper the freedom of their movements, 
while the third, and this is the most dificult 
of all, is to make sure that assassins when 
caught shall be made to pay the penalty of 
their erimes, and that is, in present cireum- 
stances, by no means easy. 






































THOSE ARRESTS 
Aug. 
‘That the British authorities actually made 
arrests of Japanese in London under the de- 
fence of the realm legislation as early as July 
10, and consequently long before any arrests 
of Britons in Japan had been made, must 








satisfactorily dispose of the contention that} i 


the British action taken towards the ond of 
ast week was in the nature of reprisals for 
what had occurred in Japan. Indeed the 
question now seems to have been reversed 
and it is permissible to ask whether in fact 
the action taken by the Japanese authorities, 
obviously under German inspiration, was not 
designed as reprisals for the earlier arrests 
‘which had been made in England. In the 
absence of any official British statement on 
the matter, and with only the very scanty 
news reporis to hand, it is obviously difficult 
to comment fully on’ the issues which have 
been raised by these arrests, but there are 
certain considerations which must be appar= 
tnt to all reasonable observers. In the first 
place Japan, as a member of the Anti-Komin= 
tern Pact, and consequently closely bound up 
with Germany and Haly is not quite in the: 
same position as would be an ou 
neutral. Since the outbreak of 
particularly after the entry of Italy 
struggle, great efforts have been made to 
make sure that enemy agents, fifth column 
ists and the like should be rounded up and 
deprived of any chance of furthering the 
designs of the enemy. The precautions are 
those which any prudent government, situated 
fas that of Great Britain is, would normally 
take, and it would have been guilty of the 
gravest dereliction of duty if it had not done 
It is significant that amongst the Japanese 
who have been arrested is one with a German 
wife, and from the evidence which is at pre 
sent ‘available the arrests of Britons-in Japan 
was direetly inspired by those German agents. 
with which Japan at the moment abounds. 
‘The picture emerges quite plainly. Brita 
made some arrests, only one or two, around 
July 10. The opportunity was seized upon 
by the Germans to stir up more trouble be- 
tween Britain and Japan, and the arrest of 
the Britons stand out now as an act of re= 
prisal for the origina) arrests. It is not 10 
be believed that the British authorities who 
have since July 10 been making arrests of 
Japanese in various parts of the Empire have 
















































been acting from any inspiration of caprice, 
and there cannot be the slightest doubt th: 
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when the full facts come to be known there 
will be ample justification for the action 
which has been taken. Japanese activities in 
such places as Hongkong and Singapore have 
for long been attracting the attention of the 
authorities, and despite the continued deter- 
mination of Great Britain. to do everything 
possible to maintain friendly relations wi 
Japan, that cannot be persisted in at the ex= 
pense of danger resulting from the activities 
of individual Japanese. 
I! be a matter for very great regret 
ese allow themselves to be misied 
by what is a very patent German intrigue, 
for it is highly unbecoming that so proud 9 
nation as Japan should be hoodwinked into 
being used to draw German chestnuts out of 
the fire. ‘That is obviously what is being at~ 
tempted. Tt could only be the tortuous mind 
of the German who could have devised a 
plan whereby the normal procedure of any 
prudent Government in time of war could be 
distorted in the manner in which it has by 
enemy agents in Tokyo. ‘The fact is that 
Great Britain had already commenced arrest 
ing Japanese suspected of furthering the ease 
of the enemy in Britain, and that if there 
Is any question of reprisals at all the re- 
sponsibility must rest upon those Japanese 
who are definitely at present under German 
influence. It is “unlikely that the British 
Government will refrain from making such 
further arrests as may, in the light of the 
information they have,’ be justified. Nor is 
It likely that the further release of Britons 
in Japan will in any way influence their de- 
cisions in this matter. The {wo cases have 
nothing whatever in common, and, s0 far as 
Great Britain is concerned, there is no con= 
nection between them.

tions—and the people of France, in that 
country and outside its borders, who are still 
loyal to the Anglo-French Alliance, and the 
principles which it was designed to defend. 
‘There can be nothing but the severest eritic~ 
ism of a man who has reduced France to her 
present predicament, nothing but the highest 
praise for those Frenchmen,—the majority it 
is believed,—who still remain faithful to all 
that the Anglo-French Alliance has stood for 
theso last thirty-five years, and whose one 
thought has all along been to discover some 
means of continuing to participate in the 
struggle against the enemy. And the critic= 

i of Marshal Petain must be all the severer 
‘because of the faet that no one yet knows— 
and it is the British determination that it 
shall never be known.—what was to be the 
ultimate price France would have to pay for 
this present armistice. Hitler has not dis- 
closed his peace terms to France. He will 
never have the opportunity, but it may safely 
bbe said that if the armistice terms represent 
the minimum of his demands the conditions 
for peace could be no Jess shameful to a 
proud Empire stieh as that of the French. 
The “North-China Daily News" has carefully 
refrained from ticism of the Freneh 
poople as a whole. It will continue to do 50, 
for it realizes the dreadful pain which $0 
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many of them are suffering at the ignominy 
which has been inflicted upon them by a 
ueus, which, it is confidently believed, docs 





not represent anything but a very ‘small 
minority of the Freneh people. In the eireum- 
stances it is desirable to Tot the past bury 
itself. Obviously bitter polemics must be out 
of the question, for between the British and 
the loyal French there ean be nothing but 
the deepest sympathy, and a continuaned of 
that friendship consecrated by the sacrifices 
of both nations in the last war ag in this. The 
eyes of the two peoples ean only be turned 10 
the future, that future which the British 
pire is determined shall bring vietory 
the restoration of France to all that re 
tess, which, while it may be under a tempor- 
ary shadow, is hers by right of history. Of 
what use, then, is it to indulge in useless re- 
crimination?

{0 face the facts of the situation and make 
the best out of a bad business. It is no part 
of the British case that the French have let 
them down. ‘That is definitely not so. ‘The 
truth is that the French themselves were 
grossly betrayed. ‘They are not the per= 
petrators of the crime, but one of its vielims. 
‘Theit only, hope for freedom lies in the Bri- 
Aish vietory. Upon that the whole of their 
Suture depends, and Britain will not break 
faith with them, nor even with those mis= 
guided people who support Marshal Pel 



















































seek to find justification for what he 
done. It is desirable that this should be 
fully understood by the French Community 
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in Shanghai, and that they should realize that 
apart from ‘a few irresponsibles, who are to 
be found in every national group, the British 
have lost none of their admiration for them, 
nor the faith that under different leaders!

The public 
has been repeatedly” warned against over-con- 
Adence, and has been bluntly told what to ex- 
pect when the Germans start their aerial 
Biltzkrieg. ‘The public has accepted these warn- 
Ings at their face value, and carried on with 
Hs duties calmly and without panic. Britons 
can be trusted to continue in this manner no 
matter what Marshat Gocring's alr foree has in 
store for them. Can the same thing be said 
for the German people? All news of the ter~ 
rifle damage which has been done by the 
British raids over Germany has had to be sup- 
pressed, as the Nazis fear the effect of the.

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Peiping Summer Resorts 


Hill Temples Greatly Appreciated in Days of 
Manchu Dynasty ; Peitaiho Recent Discovery 


Peiping, July 25. 





S a regular summer resort for the foreign community of Peiping| 
Peitaiho is a comparatively modern discovery of the last 30 


years or so, 


Up to that time various temples in the nearer hills, 


to the west of the city, were the popular summer retreat of the| 
members of the various foreign Legations. In the very early days| 
before the railway ran to the Capital — it was only connected up| 
with Tientsin in the late nineties — theSe temples were, in fact,| 
the only possible places of réfuge from the heat, noise and smells| 
in summer. So much so was this the case, that just prior to 1900] 
the British Legation had started to erect its own summer quarters| 
on the slopes of the hills a mile or so to the west of the Hunting! 
Park. These buildings were looted and burnt by the Boxers, and| 
no attempt was made to reconstruct them, Their ruins can stilll 


be seen there to this day, 

‘Apart from a few scattered. tem- 
ples nearer the city, the chief groups 
of temples. to which foreigners used 
{o retire during the summer months: 
48 a cluster of temples, known to all 
esidents and visitors ay" Patachu. 
(Eight Great Places), about twelve 
miles from the city. ' These temples 
Fise one above the other in a well- 

wooded ravine, and from the terrace 
in front of each, one gets a magni- 
ficent viow over the plain. ‘They ate 
mentioned. in. most ‘deseriptions ‘by: 
foreign visitors, ever sinee the frst 
days" In 1860, ‘when foreign envoys 
were at last ‘permitted to desecrate 
the saeredl city with their presence. 


Early Russian Visitors 

One of the earliest deseriptions of 
the Patachu tomples is by Dr. Rennie, 
who was the military surgeon attach: 
ed to the British Legation in 861, 
He visited them twiee and claims to 
have been the first Anulo-Saxon '9 
rave done so. ‘This may poscibly be 
correct, but he was certainly not the 
first European, for members ‘of the! 
Russian. (eeclesfastieal) ‘mission had 
stayed at one of the temples as early.

Another Bomb Discovered 


In “Evening Post” 


Shanghal, Aug. 2. 
For the fifth time since the begin- 
ning of the Sino-Japanese hostilities 
In August. 1937, the oft-threatened 
Post Mercury Company was the seene 
of a bomb incident when a large 
bomb was found on the duplex press, 
which prints the “Shanghai Evening 
Post,” at 945 am. yesterday. 

‘Detectives of the French Municipal 
Police were faced with a difficult 
problem as three hours before the 
discovery of the bomb, George Hali 
bine of the Russian Auxiliary De- 
tachment, on duly outside the Post 
‘Mercury Company, disappeared with- 
‘out Teaving a trace as to his where 
abouts. 

‘The bomb, “found on the duplex 
press, was a very large one, measur- 
{ing about nfteen inches in length and 
two anda halt inches in diameter. 
Wwas equipped with a short {use 
soaked in oil. The missile, which 
‘Was discovered by a Chinese worker 
‘was wrapped In oil paper and placed 
fon the folder of the press, which 
‘would have been completely destroy 
ed had the bomb exploded. 

‘The Russian Auxiliary agent, who 
was on duly at the corner of Avenue 
Edward. VIT" and. Rue. Montauban, 
disappeared ot about 630 am. At 
‘bout 530 am, the Russian agent, 
armed with a Thompson gun anda 
pistol, left his post and entered the 
Dremises of the Mercury Press Com- 
pany. “A Chinese watehman admitted 
hhim through ‘the iron gates when he 
said that he was going to the lava- 
tory. “He remained on the premises 
for about twenty minutes. Later he 
was seen in the press room where 
the bomb was found. He leit the 
premises a few minutes before 6 a.m. 
‘and has not been scen since. 

‘At 630 a.m, French police checked 
the guards, but Maliabine and. his 
arms. were’ already “missing. 

When questioned, a French police 
official stated that’ they had fh 
othing of the missing man, although 
investigations were under way.

Thousands of Parachute Troops Killed in Early 
Stages of Nazi Invasion, Says Visitor Here

against Germany, a newly-arrived Netherlands business man in 
‘Shanghai—one of the many who escaped from the Hague at the 


height of the ruthless German 


invasion—relates a story which 


shed much further light on the careful preparations which the 
Nazis had made to carry out their lightning conquest of unoffend- 


ing Holland. 


‘The visitor, who does not wish his name to be published, was 


one of a party of about 40 men 
in a fishing boat, landing safely 
southern end of the North Sea. 

He states it is an error to think 
that the German successes in Holland 
were, primarily due to “Afth coltim= 
nists". “Although there were un= 
doubtedly ‘some Netherlanders who 
were waiting to throw in their lot 
with the Germans and who ave them 
assistance, it was German parachute 
troops, who were dropped in all 
manner of disguises who erented a 
situation whieh must have been 
without paraltel in history. 

During the initial stages of the 
invasion the Germans dropped thou 
sands of parachutists in German 
uniforms, practically. all’ of whom 
were killed. ‘Transport planes landed 
‘at places around the Hague in an 
effort to capture the Queen and the 
members “of the Government, thus 
to force an early surrender. it is a 
matter of much satisfaction to all 
Netherlanders that the small destreyer 
Van Galen which is known to 
Shanghailanders as’ she formed. part 
‘of "battleship row" in 1997, was able 
to destroy those German planes and 
troops which had come down on the 
beach. ‘Thereatter this herole vessel 
made several attacks on the Naas-

Nanking Takes Steps to 


Curb Profiteers 


Shanghai, Aug. 5. 

New Chinese authorities in Nan- 
king and Shanghai are taking steps 
to prohibit profiteering and to. en- 
courage close co-operation between 
capital and labour so as to prevent 
strikes. A. Chinese report. states 
that tie ‘Shanghai Special Muni 
cipality has recelved a detalled order 
from the Ministry of Social Affairs 
in Nanking requiring the former to 
‘order merchants here” to” reduce 
Prices and to discourage speculation. 

It ig stated that immediately after: 
receiving the order the Buren of 
Social Affairs of the city. réeime 
and its police bureau jointly notifed 
the public in regard to the new 
official move against manipulation 
and profiteering. The public Is 
asked 10 report freely activities of 
‘unserupulous merchants and all trade 
atwoclations are required to organize 
price committees to prevent illegal 
Increases of prices. "No increase will 
‘be allowed unless it is approved by 
the committee. Whether or not the 
order will be carried out by mer 
chants in foreign areas remains to 
be seen, 

Cheap sale activities among the 
merchants should be encouraged, 
according to the order, “and. sales 
Should be under the supervision of 
ocal authorities. Omeial Interven 
ion in labour troubles is allowed 
by the Nanking order, in order 10 
climinate friction between employers 
‘and workers, Employers are required 
{to take the increased cost. of living 
into consideration in settling labour 
troubles.

FIRMER U.S, POLICY 


By Satrmysoxtay 





In the middle of June President Roosevelt 
felt sulliciently confident to backup his own 
foreign policy. Before the outbreak of the war 
he hid defined it under varying terms as one 
ng aggression and of supporting those 
ike the United States, an interest 
reventing the breakdown of’ all 
tional law and order. ‘The most 
phrase used to express this poliey was that 
contained in the President's messaye to Con- 
gress in 1939—"Measures short, of war but 
stronger than mere words.” ‘This policy had 
never been endorsed by Congress whieh un~ 
dor the Constitution has independent powers 
over foreign policy. When war broke out, 
the Presidential foreign poliey was abandoned 
nnd that of Congress based upon the Neutral= 
ity Act ruled supreme. Both parties in the 
struggle were treated on an equality, while 
in actual practice most.of the friction was 
with the Allied Powers, since the Neutrality 
Act had removed nearly all possible causes 
of controversy with Germany. 

Public opinion passed through various 
phases as the war progressed and extended its 
area, At first there was a great deal of 
sympathy, for the Allied cause. It took te 
form of loping in a rather detached manner 
for an Allied victory, but at the same time 
growing considerably ‘irritated when some of 
the measures which the Allied Powers took 
to achieve that victory appeared to infringe 
upon whatever rights and interests the United 
States had not given up in the Neutrality: 
Act. A chanye took place with the invasion 
of Scandinavia, “The majority of the publie 
were now ready to admit that the war was 
more than a elush of rival imperialisms, or 
fone of Europe's “age-long boundary disputes.” 
‘The Nazis, it was realized, were inspired with 
visions of universal conquest which threaten~ 
ed the rights of all small nations. But the 
struggle was still looked upon in a detached 
manner and felt to be of little material ‘eon 
cern {0 the United States. ‘The real change 
came swith startling suddenness when Ger- 
mans swept through Holland, Belgium and 
France, ‘The realization that France and 
England were threatened and that the United 
States might find itselt standing alone in a 
‘world dominated by dictators caused a new 
attitude (0 be taken towards the strugyle, 

‘One common form in which the public 
anxiety expressed itself was a chronic fear 
that the British ect might fall into German 
hands, ‘The assertion that the British navy 
‘was the Monroe Doctrine’s first line of de- 
fence which would earlier have beon re- 
udiated as fantastic nonsense was now ac~ 
cepted as a matter of course. ‘The change in 
Public opinion was not confined to the east. 
In the Middle West, the home of isolationism, 
the feeling that the United States could al= 
ways stay out of war by the mere act of 
volition had disappeared. Old-fashioned post~ 
war {solationism had evidently been based 
upon the assumption repeated so confidently 
by ex-President Herbert Hoover last October, 
that the democracies could not lose, Behin 
this feeling of Franco-British impregnability 
the isolationist doctrine had been able to 
flourish. Administration policy was also 
based upon a belief that the Buropean dic= 
tatorships could never succeed in dominating 
Europe. ‘The difference between the Admis 
istration and the isolationists was that the 
Jatter felt that the United States might “be! 
dragged in any war which broke out in 
Europe if yreat care were not taken to pre= 
vent American emotions being aroused while 
the Administration followed a policy of stit- 
fening the resistance of the European demo- 
eracies to the dictatorship powers, never 
thinking that if a firm stand Jead to war, they 
would be placed in serious danger.

‘There were even some who criticized him 
for not realizing public opinion was pre- 
pared for even more specific assurances. The 
President declared that isolation was a dant 
erous delusion. The United States could not 
remain “a lone island in a world dominated 
bby the philosophy of force.” Such a coneep-| 
tion appeared to most Americans today “the 
nightmare of a people lodged in prison, 
handeutfed, hungry, and fed through the 
bars from “day to day by the contemptuous 
tunpitying masters of other continents.” 

‘The day before the President had thus de- 
clared that isolation was dead another voice 
had utlered the same sentiment. Senator 
Vandenberg, one of the isolationist leaders, 
stated in a radio address sponsored by the 
Republican National Committee that the 
American people “could no longer be isota- 
tionists” and urged that “this country give 
all possible help to the Allies short of going 
to war or impairing its own defence.” Mfr. 
Vindenburg made the speceh after twelve 
‘years in the Senate during which he had con= 
sistently advocated the complete isolation of 
the United States from all European affairs. 
Even after war broke out he voted to retain 
the embargo in the Neutrality Act, feavin: 
that it might be interpreted in Germany 
A gesture favourable to the Allies. 


‘The President made his speceh a few 
hours after Mussolini had entered the war, 
He would probably have made a similar de- 
claration even if the European war had not 
taken a new and tragic turn, for American 
public opinion was ready, even waiting for 
such a pronouncement. The day after Mus~ 
solini entered the war and the President 
made his speech another equally significant 
speech was made by President Vargas of 
Brazil. Senor Vargas declared, 
peoples, fit for life, must follow the route of 
thet aspirations."” He defended “vigorous 
peoples’ and attaeked “the sterile demagogue 
of political democracy.” He used the well 
worn clichés of the Fascist orators. The 
only comfort which could be drawn was that 
he also declared the régime which he headed 
“is not imitating, nor is it aMliated with any 
doctrinaire currents or ideologies existing 
elsewhere.”

Maharajah of Mysore 


Bombay, Aug. 4. 

‘The Maharajah of Mysore died here 
yesterday of a heart attack, shortly 
after returning to India from the 
United States. 

‘The Maharajah, whose full name is 
Sri Krisbnaraja’ Wadiyar Bahadus, 
died at the age of 56, 

Known as one of the richest men 
in the world, the Maharajah was the 
frst ruler of Mysore ever to leave 
India, He wax agnember of the 
Kshatriya, or military caste, His 
Feligion forbade him to eat any kind 
fof meal. “He ate no eggs, no fish, no 
fowl. He subsisted almost entirely on 
vegeiable 

Because he drank no_water but 
that of the sacred Ganges, the 
Maharajah always earried this with 

jim on his frequent visits to London. 
It was necessary to have his food 
prepared by a Brahmin. chet in an 
appraved kitehen, s0 he earvied a chet 
with him and fitted out a kitehen 
wherever he happened to be. 

He neither smoked nor drank. but 
‘was a host of renown. In his. great 
palace at Madras, where King Edward, 
then Prince of Wales, was once a 
suest, he used to astonish his guests 
‘with his hospitality. “His "banquet 
Table had a miniature railway run- 
‘ning around it. An electric engine
